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The Inconsistency of Holy Ghost Baptism Fighters 


I have been reading articles, also hear- 
ing over the radio, some of the bitterest 
attacks against Pentecostal beliefs, or 
Holy Ghost baptism, I have ever heard 
or read. I have been in the ministry for 
now fifteen years, traveling over various 
states, Coming in contact with people of 
all classes, and I have heard the follow- 
ing expression often used: “Consistency 
thou art a jewel.” But after hearing over 
station KTAT programs sponsored by a 
certain Baptist preacher of this city, and 
reading articles written by him and 
those of his staff, the above expres- 
sion referred to looms up and glistens 
before me like a coal of fire in the bright 
sunlight. 

It seems that I can not hold my peace 
but must sound notes of protest against 
such people, who fight God, and His 
Holy Word and especially so when I see 
that they think they have us rooted out 
and covered up with their explanations 
on the Scriptures. I think those who 
know the Bible, and can offset their 
modern explanations should expose their 
folly and false teachings, and sow down 
the country with literature for the poor 
misinformed people to read; also, as much 
as possible, over the air answer them, so 
the speeding motorist equipped with ra- 
dio, could tune in and hear the gospel, 
also the ones loafing around the beer 
joints and dance halls could hear, as well 
as the sick with radios installed near 
their heads, as they lay on the bed of af- 
fliction. 


THEIR TEACHING 


Before I can properly expose them, I 
must state some of their teaching and 
show some of the methods they have 
resorted to as an attempt to down the 
theory that we can have the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. Well, in the first place, 
they say the expression “Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost” is not in the Bible, neither 
is “baptism with the Holy Ghost” a 
proper expression or rendering. In the 
Greek, the original, the word “in” fol- 
lows the word “baptism” in every in- 
stance, instead of the word “with.” 

For example, John baptized in water 
instead of with water, and Jesus was to 
baptize IN the Holy Ghost, as John 
baptized in water. And they say that no 
one was ever baptized in the Holy Ghost 
except on the day of Pentecost where it 
filled all the house, which automatically 
surrounded them and they were  sub- 
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merged in the Holy Ghost. And too, they 
submit to the fact that Cornelius and 
those in the 10th chapter of Acts were 
baptized in the Holy Ghost, but they 
deny that any one else was ever baptized, 
or ever received a like experience, and 
they received that experience for the pur- 
pose of witnessing to an unwritten word, 
or testimony, which at that time had not 
been written, but after the New Testa- 
ment was written we had no need of 
such an experience, and that we have no 
need for miracles, tongues, etc., that this 
has all ceased and is not for our day. 
WHAT THE BIBLE TEACHES 

I am, in the outset, going to make this 
expression and then try to prove it by 
the Bible. I will not do as they are doing 
—just fight with sarcastic remarks in- 
stead of producing the Bible. I will say 
this, the expressions such as “gift of the 
Holy Ghost,” “‘filled with the Holy 
Ghost,” “Holy Ghost coming upon you,” 
are all synonymous, or identical, inter- 
changeable terms, and mean the self- 
same thing, and I will endeavor to prove 
it by the Bible. 

Jesus said in Acts 1:4, 5, “And being 
assembled together with them com- 
manded them that they should not de- 
part from Jerusalem, but wait for the 
promise of the father( which is the Holy 
Ghost) which, saith he, ye have heard 
of me. For John truly baptized with (in) 
water; but ye shall be baptized with (in) 
the Holy Ghost not many days hence.” 
Then Jesus referring to the same experi- 
ence which they are to receive not many 
days hence said, “But ye shall receive 
power after that the Holy Ghost IS 
COME upon you: And ye shall be wit- 
nesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” Acts 1:8. 

I want you to notice the expression, or 
words employed, “Holy Ghost is come.” 
They will admit that Jesus is referring to 
the baptism, or the experience received 
on the day of Pentecost. Well if He re- 
ferred to the baptism in Acts 1:8, why 
not the same words mean the same thing 
when used in Acts 19:6, which is as 
follows: ““And when Paul had laid his 
hands upon them, the Holy Ghost CAME 
on them; and they spake with tongues, 
and prophesied”? 

Dr. Norris said they received the bap- 
tism of the Spirit for the purpose of wit- 
nessing. Yes, perhaps that is one reason,

and I notice they quote Acts 1:8 as a 
text proof, and will swallow the ex- 
pression “Holy Ghost IS COME” here 
just fine, and here it means baptism just 
fine, but when the same expression and 
words are used in Acts 19:6 they will 
not admit it to mean baptism. (Inconsis- 
tent. ) 

After Cornelius and his kinsmen and 
his household had received the same ex- 
perience, Peter rehearsed the matter from 
the beginning and expounded it by order 
to those back at Jerusalem, and said, 
“And as I began to speak the Holy 
Ghost fell on them, as on US AT THE 
BEGINNING. Then remembered I the 
words of the Lord, how that he said, 
John indeed baptized with (in) water; 
but ye shall be baptized with (in) the 
Holy Ghost? Forasmuch then as God 
gave them the like GIFT as he did unto 
us, who believed on the Lord Jesus 
Christ,” Acts 11:15-17. 

I want you to notice that the apostle 
Peter referred to Cornelius’ experience as 
a baptism, and called it also a gift. Then 
the baptism is the gift of the Holy Ghost, 
and to prove it further we quote Acts 
10:45, “And they of the circumcision 
were astonished, because that on the Gen- 
tiles ALSO (the same as at Pentecost) 
was poured out with the gift of the 
Holy Ghost.” The what? Answer, “THE 
GIFT OF THE HOLY GHOST.” The 
gift of the Holy Ghost is equivalent to 
BAPTISM OF THE HOLY GHOST, 
meaning the same thing. Then if these 
words mean anything in the 10th chapter, 
they must mean the same thing when 
they appear in Acts 2:38. We quote, 
“Then Peter said unto them, Repent, and 
be baptized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remission 
of sins, and ye shall receive the GIFT 
OF THE HOLY GHOST. For the 
promise is unto you, (and who else?) 
and to your children, (and who else?) 
and to all that are afar off, (Is that 
all? No, let us finish the verse.) AND 
EVEN as many as the Lord our God 
shall call.” Now, my friend, if the Bible 
means what it said in the 10th chapter 
when the baptism is referred to, or called 
“THE GIFT OF THE HOLY GHOST,” 
then the Bible means what it said in the 
second chapter of Acts, when the Holy 
Ghost is called a gift, and it certainly 
means the same baptism received on the 
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In our last week’s editorials we gave 
some information concerning all of Is- 
rael. We feel that this information should 
be very helpful to our people, and we 
hope those who are confronted with this 
false teaching will preserve these two 
issues for future reference.

WHERE Is IT?

Coming to the New Testament, these 
same people are called “Jews” 174 times 
and “‘Israel’’ 75 times. Paul calls himself 
a “Jew.” He also calls himself an “Is- 
raelite”. (Acts 21:30; 22:3; Rom. 11:1; 
2 Cor. 11:22; Phil. 3:5.) 

Our Lord was of Judah—a Jew. Yet 
we read that He was of “Israel”. (Rom. 
9:4, 5.) 

If to the end of the age, the ten 
tribes of Israel were to be kept separate 
our New Testament has used terms in a 
loose and careless way. 

When Jesus sent His disciples to “the 
lost sheep of the house of Israel’’ (Matt. 
10), He meant the descendants of Jacob 
and the journeys of the twelve did not 
go outside Palestine’s borders. The ex- 
pression also shows in what sense Jesus 
considered Israel “lost”. (Not only they 
had lost their tribal identity, but “all 
like sheep had gone astray,” Isa. 53:6.) 

On the day of Pentecost, Peter spoke 
to the multitude from among the dis- 
persed “Jews”, saying “Ye men of Is- 
rael”, ending: “Let all the house of Is- 
rael know”. (Acts 2:14, 36.) He ad- 
dressed the twelve tribes then amalga- 
mated into one. 

Beginning at Acts 13 we find Paul 
ministering to the “Jews” and addressing 
them as “Men of Israel”. (Acts 13:16, 


17.) When he was brought to Rome and 
“gathered the chief of the Jews”, he in- 
formed them that “because of the hope 
of Israel”, he was bound. (Acts 28:17- 
20; 26;6, 7.) In v. 6, he refers to them 


as “our twelve tribes,” whom he shows, 
had one common hope. 

In the dispensational section of Paul’s 
Roman Epistle (Ch. 9-11), written to 
instruct Gentile belicvers in the mystery 
of God with Israel, where is there a hint 
that there is a lost Israel apart from the 
one nation whose history he summarizes 
—the Jews? And how does he refer to 
the unbelieving “Jews” who had rejected 
Christ? ‘Who are Israclites.... and of 
whom is Christ as concerning the flesh.” 
(Rom, 9:1-6.) 

The purely Jewish Epistle of James is 
addressed to “the twelve tribes scattered 
abroad.” (James 1:1.) 

The conclusion of the whole matter is 
that the ¢en tribes as separate nations do 
not exist. Prof. A. Neubauer, learned 
Jewish writer, sums up a series of arti- 
cles on the ten tribes in The Jewish 
Quarterly Review: 

“Where are the ten tribes? Nowhere. 
Neither in Africa, India, China, Persia, 
Kurdistant, the Caucasus or Bokhara. A 
great part of them remained in Palestine, 
partly mixing with the Samaritans, and 
partly amalgamating with those who re- 
turned from the captivity of Babylon. 
With them many came also from the 
cities of the Medes, and many no doubt 
adhered to the Jewish religion which was 
continued in Mesopotamia during the 
period of the second temple.” 

Read the prophecies and you will dis- 
cover in many passages that “Israel” was 
to be sifted among the nations (See Amos 
9:8-15). “All the house of Israel” is to 
be gathered out of all nations and back 
to the land in the latter days. (Ezek, 36: 
6-10.) What have the Anglo-Israelites 
to say as to the Anglo-Saxon peoples all 
being gathered back to Palestine? They 
are strangely silent. 

Much is made of the “perpetuity of 
the Davidic throne.” If the Davidic 
throne was to be established forever, then 
it must be found somewhere now. The 
English throne must therefore be the 
throne of David and King George the 
seed of David, for does not the Scrip- 
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ture say that “David shall never want 
a man to sit upon the throne of the house 
of Israel”? (Jer. 33:17, 20, 21.) 

Writes a good friend: “What are you 
going to do with the breach in _ this 
promise if there has been no /Jiteral suc- 
cession of David’s throne on earth? Has 
God’s covenant with day and night been 
broken?” 

Our friend evidently did not see that 
his own method of argument fails if ap- 
plied to v. 18 which, as part of the same 
promise, reads: “Neither shall the 
priests, the Levites want a man before 
me to offer burnt offerings, and to kindle 
meat offerings and to do sacrifice con- 
tinually.” If the ten tribes of Israel are 
not still maintaining the Levitical priest- 
hood and sacrifices, then alas, according 
to our brother’s method, has _ not the 
promise been broken? So far as earth is 
concerned, it is certain that this order 
passed away (Heb. 7:11) not to return 
until the Kingdom age, when it seems to 
be indicated by Ezekiel (44) there will 
be a new priesthood on earth and me- 
morial sacrifices in a new temple. The 
only present fulfillment of v. 18 is in the 
ascended Christ who is a Priest forever 
“after the order of Melchisidec.” 

But has David wanted a man to sit on 
his throne? Luke 1:32, 33 is the very 
echo of this promise of Jeremiah, show- 
ing that these throne rights are held by 
Christ alone, exercised now in the heav- 
enly realm, and in the future to be open- 
ly displayed upon earth. As to the neces- 
sity of a continuous succession on earth, 
such promises as 2 Kings 2:4 have to be 
taken into consideration. “If thy chi- 
dren take heed to their way and walk 
before me in truth with all their heart 
and with all their soul, there shall not 
fail them a man on the throne of Israel.” 

What the promise of Jer. 33:14-26 in- 
dicates is that it is impossible to defeat 
God’s purpose that One of the line of 
David shall rule before Him and exer- 
cise the priestly functions. When He 
causes the return of Israel’s seed to the 
land (v. 26) this shall have literal ful- 
fillment upon the earth. 

Next, we are asked what we will do 
with the promise of Gen, 49:10? “The 
sceptre shall not depart from Judah, nor 
a lawgiver from between his feet, until 
Shiloh come; and unto him _ shall the 
gathering of the people be.” 

Please note that the “sceptre” here re- 
ferred to means the “tribal staff”—a 
staff adorned with carvings, handed on 
from father to son as an emblem of 
tribal authority. It indicates tribal rank. 
Judah would continue to be a_ legally 
constituted tribe. Concerning this tribal 
badge, see Num. 17:2. This sceptre seems 
to be figurative for NATIONALITY. 

The word “Shiloh” which has been

“He also that received seed among the 
thorns is he that heareth the word; and 
the cares of this world, and the deceitful- 
ness of riches, choke the word, and he be- 
cometh unfruitful.” Jer. 4:3, “For thus 
saith the Lord to the men of Judah and 
Jerusalem, Breach up your fallow ground, 
and sow not among thorns.”

ground, and brought forth fruit, some an 
hundredfold, some sixtyfold, some thirty- 
fold. But he that received seed into the 
good ground is he that heareth the word, 
and understandeth it; which also beareth 
fruit, and bringeth forth, some an hun- 
dredfold, some sixty, some thirty.” 

First, wayside; second, stony places; 
third, thorns; fourth, good ground. Each 
of these receive the seed which is the 
Word of the kingdom. The first, way- 
side receivers, do not understand. Paul 
says in 2 Cor. 4:3, “If our gospel be hid, 
it is hid to them that are lost.” 

Second, stony places. Anon with joy 
receiveth it. The word “anon” means in 
a little while, soon, presently, immedi- 
ately. These are they who do not count 
the cost and they do not have root in 
themselves, When trials and temptations 
come, they become offended and go 
looking for some easy way. They do not 
make good soldiers; they are like the first 
division of Gideon’s army of _ soldiers. 
“Let all that is fearful and afraid go 
back.” There were twenty-two thousand 
went back. These are those who cannot 
stand sound doctrine. They have itch- 
ing ears and turn away from the truth 
unto fables. 2 Tim. 4:4. 

Third, thorns. These are those who try 
to accept the Word and hold on to the 
things of this life. No fountain can bring 
forth at the same place sweet water and 
bitter.

Atheism is making rapid 
strides while churches are asleep. I might 
say, some of them. God help us to be 
about our Father’s business. 

The indecency of dress, modern dance, 
beer and whiskey drinking, and cigarette 
smoking by both sexes surely are sign- 
boards pointing to the near coming of 
our Lord. Many a poor Christian is de- 
luded by thinking he can compromise 
with a few worldly things, but beware 
or you will be condemned with the world. 
2 Tim. 3:1. Paul said that hard, perilous 
times would come. Surely hard times are 
here. Perilous times means dangerous 
times. The world at large is in an un- 
restful condition. No one knows just 


what to do it seems. People are waxing 


worse and worse, with kidnapping, mur- 
der, burglary, bank robbery, and other 
crimes.

These are more signboards of 
the soon return of our Lord, and there 
are others,

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FROM JERUSALEM TO 
JERICHO

The regular bus service to Jericho had 
been suspended on account of the trou- 
ble between the Arabs and the Jews, but 
other buses and trucks were running to 
the Dead Sea to carry workmen and sup- 
plies, and to bring out the products of 
the chemical factory which is located 
just off the Jericho road and not so far 
from the town itself. So we organized an 
impromptu touring party, consisting of 
five men, and set out for the Dead Sea. 
There was a large convoy of trucks and 
a bus leaving at a fixed hour under 
armed escort, so we joined them and were 
off on the trip down, down, down, to 
the bottom of the greatest depression on 
the face of old Mother Earth, where we 
were to view for the first time, this great 
and historic body of water, which is in- 
deed rightly named, since it embraces on- 
ly death within its confines. 

The road led around the north wall of 
the old city and down through the Valley 
of Jehoshaphat, fronting the east wall 
and past the Gate of St. Stephen. At this 
junction we crossed the upper reaches of 
the Kedron Valley, with the Garden of 
Gethsemane to our left. On the right 
was the Golden Gate—now sealed up. 
This is thought to be the place where the 
final judgment will be held, and in an- 
ticipation of the event, has been turned 
into a cemetery by the Moslems. Just 
across on the lower slopes of the Mt. of 
Olives—which we are rounding by this 


time, is a large Jewish burial place, with 


the tombs of Absalom and Zacharias 
standing out prominently among the 
others. The place was strewn about with 
ancient grave-markers bearing Jewish in- 
scriptions and other markings carved 
upon their faces. 

Past the Mt. of Olives, one may look 
up a little valley to the left, where at 
the top of a hill to the right is the prob- 
able sight of Bethphage. This is where 
Jesus sent for the colt that was to carry 
Him through the Golden Gates into the 
city, Mark 11:1-11. Here is shown the 
site of the withering fig tree, cursed by 
the Lord because of its barrenness, Mark 
11:12-14. 

We have just passed the place where 
three prominent valleys converge; name- 
ly, Jehoshaphat, Kedron, and Hinnom. 
We often envisage these valleys as being 
wide and long, while it is just to the con- 
trary. For example, the Valley of Jehos- 


haphat is possibly a mile long by one- 
fourth mile wide at its greatest. Whea 
the old prophet spoke of all nations be- 
ing gathered here, he undoubtedly meant 
a representative group, forming an in- 
ternational court, Read Joel 3:1, 2. Je- 
hoshaphat Valley is almost vacant when 
it comes to buildings, etc., and it may be 
the space is being reserved by the Lord 
for this meeting, About a mile farther 
on we come to Bethany. The village as 
it is to-day consists largely of tumbled- 
down-looking stone houses, which look as 
though they had gone through an artil- 
lery bombardment, or had been visited 
by a severe earthquake shock. This is, or 
was I should say, the home of Mary, 
Martha, and Lazarus, whom Jesus raised 
from the dead. John 11:1-44. You Bible 
students will also recall that this is the 
place from where Jesus ascended to 
heaven. Luke 24:40. The town is on a 
hill, gently sloping upward across the 
way to the right of the road. After 
crossing a small bridge at a sharp bend 
in the road the Fountain of the Apostles 
is seen. This part of the road unques- 


tionably follows the ancient route of 
2,000 years ago. 
Presently we reach the Inn of the 


Good Samaritan. This fine site has prob- 
ably been occupied as an inn or kahn 
from the earliest days. The one occupy- 
ing the site to-day is run by an amiable 
Arab gentleman of middle age. The pres- 
ent building is of stone and one end has 
fallen down, or was left unfinished as 
the case may be. We stopped here on our 
way from Jericho to Jerusalem for re- 
freshments. The inn that stood there 
during the time of cur Lord must have 
frequently afforded shelter and food to 
Him and His disciples. Thus the allusion 
in His parable of the Good Samaritan 
(Luke 10:30-37) would come familiar 
to them, as they generally traveled this 
way, via Jericho and the Jordan Valley 
to and from Galilee, so as to avoid—as 
did all pious Jews—the necessity of pass- 
ing through Samaria on the main road 
north, for “the Jews had no dealings 
with the Samaritans.” 

With further reference to Samaria, it 
is the last place one would want to go 
in Palestine to-day, without God’s lead- 
ing, or at least some means of physical 
protection, as it has been the scene of 
much disorder and fighting during the 
present Arab rebellion. The Samaritans 
now number less than 200 and are quite 
peaceful. In another article I will de- 
scribe my visit to Jacob’s Well, after 
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passing the barbed-wire entanglements 
marking the British line of defense, and 
running the gauntlet of the warring 
Bedouin tribesmen, after which I sat 
“thus on the well,” as did Jesus in His 
day (Jno. 4:6). I was literally out of 
breath, so to speak, but the keeper hasti- 
ly drew up a bucket from the cool 
depths 130 feet below, and after quench- 
ing my thirst with the cold, clear, spark- 
ling water, and bathing my face, I was 
off on the run again to join the convoy 
of troops going to Jerusalem. And now 
before clear leaving the question of the 
Good Samaritan Inn, the road to Jeri- 
cho is by no means a safe one to travel 
to-day. A few days after our visit I 
learned that the hotel had been robbed. 
On the hilltop above the inn stands the 
Qalaat el Dumm, “The Castle of Blood,” 
an ancient stronghold which is thought 
to have been so named because of the 
blood-like color of the rocks and soil 
close by. It was built by the Templars— 
a religious and military order of the 12th 
century—for the succour of pilgrims. I: 
is probably the ancient Adummim 
(Josh. 15:7) on the border between Ju- 
dah and Benjamin. 


Arriving at the Dead Sea, we had 
dropped nearly 4,000 feet in about twen- 
ty-five miles, Jerusalem being 2,500 feet 
above the main sea level , while at the 
present we stood 1,292 feet below the 
surface of the Mediterranean Sea. We 
had three hours to wait for the bus, so 
we took a dip in the water, which con- 
tains about 26 per cent of salts and 
other solids. It was a novel experience for 
the company of us. The water is 
buoyant that one cannot sink beneath 
the surface. The sensation one felt was 
something like lying upon a feather-bed 
tossed gently by the light waves. After 
the swim we lunched at a modern res- 
taurant and drank water pumped from 
the Jordan river about six miles distant. 
It had been clarified and_ electrically 
cooled. A large chemical works has been 
built here for extracting potash and 
other by-products from the waters of the 
Dead Sea, which is being resurrected, 50 
to speak, and its life-giving or enliven- 
ing elements are being dispensed to the 
ends of the earth. In case our readers do 
not know offhand, the following are 
some of the uses to which potash with 
its kindred bases are being applied: po- 
tassium—-the metallic base—being a pow- 
erful cautery, is much used in the man- 
ufacture of medicine, as well as the arts, 
and other manufactures. Potash is also 
used largely in the making of soap, 
and in changing the tint of various 
vegetable-coloring-matters. This new in- 
dustry has startled the business world, 
and represents a fortune ‘of inestimable 
value, The source of raw materials is un-

limited. The factory in question is work- 
ing a force of 300 men at the present, 
running day and night, with three eight- 
hour shifts. The daily output of potash 
alone is around a hundred tons. Another 
plant is in operation at the southern end 
of the sea, and others may be built as 
business conditions warrant. 

Leaving the Dead Sea, we took the bus 
back to the fork where the road leads 
back to Jericho about two and one-half 
miles to the right. Here we left our 
armed guards and started on foot to the 
city . We were warned of the personal 
dangers prevalent, as this is a regular 
hotbed of the Arab rebels, and we learned 
that some of the notorious leaders had 
been exiled to Jericho. We first entered 
the modern village which stands on the 
sight of the crusading city. The Jericho 
of Herod’s time, was a little way up the 
road nearer the hills. We crossed the 
Wadi Kelt here. This is the brook Cherith 
of Elijah’s time. A few miles above us in 
a rocky gorge lined with caverns, is the 
place where the ravens fed the prophet, 
who lodged here for a time, and drank 
water from the brook during the three 
years’ drought. 1 Kings 17:3. 

On entering the town, we went first 
to the police headquarters to report our 
presence, and to inform them of our 
movements, in the event anything should 
befall us. Two of our party were suf- 
fering from sore feet and so exhausted 
we put them up at the hotel, and the 
other three of us continued to the “Mt. 
of Temptation” where we spent the 
night with the monks in a Greek 
monastery. The police station was 
adjoining the post office so Mr. 
Nicola E. Shamiyeh, the postmaster, 
overheard the conversation, and he being 
a Christian, volunteered to act as our 
guide and interpreter, knowing, as he 
did, the dangers attendant upon a trip 
of this nature, especially since it was 
getting very late in the evening. Another 
prominent gentleman, a teacher, also 
volunteered his service, and we were off 
on the two and one-half mile trip to the 
ruins of old Jericho and the mountain 
where Jesus is supposed to have been 
tempted of the devil for forty days. 

We passed through the old section of 
the city where Zacchaeus lived and 
where Jesus restored the sight of blind 
Bartimaeus, St. Luke 19:1-10. By the 
side of the road was an old, snarled syca- 
more tree, the fig-mulberry which could 
have been the one whose upper branches 
shielded Zacchaeus “‘as Jesus entered and 
passed through Jericho.” It was the time 
of the first-ripe figs, so I stopped to get 
photographs and sample some of the 
fruit, which is something like ordinary 
figs, only much smaller. By this time Mr. 
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Shamiyeh and I had fallen behind the re- 
mainder of the party, and were accosted 
by a hostile band of Bedouins, who evi- 
dently were after my scalp so to say, and 
probably would have gone after me, had 
it not been for my escort. The chief— 
sheik—came out with a wicked-looking 
dagger stuck in his belt, and stood me for- 
ward and to one side, while they talked 
at length over my status, and the object 
of my visit before we were permitted to 
proceed. We overtook the other group at 
Elisha’s Fountain near the foot of the 
mounds in which lie the ruins of the 
ancient Jericho captured by the Israel- 
ites under Joshua (see Josh. 6:1-27). 
The fountain of Elisha here mentioned 
is the one referred to in 2 Kings 2:18-22, 
and still remains “healed” after about 
3,000 years. It issues forth from the dry 
desert ground, sending thousands of gal- 
lons of cool, sparkling water racing like 
a torrent across the plain, to supply the 
modern city’s domestic needs, with some 
to spare for irrigation purposes. Here we 
stopped and refreshed ourselves and 
bathed our faces in the cool water. 

At the foot of the mountain we were 
joined by one of the monks astride a 
donkey and our guides returned home. It 
was a steep climb up the succeeding 
slopes. The monastery is built into a 
cavern-like recess in the solid rock and 
is supposed to be the place where Jesus 
spent the “forty days.” A guest room is 
buiit to the front overlooking a precipice 
which the old patriarch said was 150 
metres in height (about 462 feet). Mor- 
ton in “The Steps of the Master” de- 
scribes it as being a sheer drop of 1,000 
feetIt surely gives one a dizzy feeling 
looking over the edge. The whole works 
have been damaged by recent earthquakes, 
and you never know when the thing will 
come tumbling down. We had lunch with 
the monks and were invited to a rest on 
a lounge reserved for the purpose. It 
was a glorious scene as the full moon 
came up over the Mountains of Moab, 
across the Jordan and the Dead Sea, 
clearly outlining Mt, Nebo, that is Pis- 
gah to be exact, the place from which 
Moses viewed the promised land before 
passing to his reward. Read Deuteronomy 
34. 

We reluctantly retired in the middle 
of the night, and were up at daybreak 
for the climb to the top of the peak 
where we viewed the sunrise. We bought 
some fresh eggs from the Bedouin sheep 
herders encamped near-by and _ returned 
to the monastery for breakfast. After 
dining’ we were off for the return to 
Jericho, stopping en route to have an- 
other drink at the old fountain, and to 
view the ruins of old Jericho of Joshua’s 
time. Excavations have been made re- 


cently, and one can see where the walls 


fell down. We knelt and prayed on the 
heap of ruins, and I gathered out a couple 
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of pieces of the pottery, which in all 
probability was smashed when the walls 
came down. On the way back we en- 
countered other Arabs in the street and 
learned they were ready to go after us 
with guns and knives. I showed them the 
cross tatooed on my arm—since my 
sinner days—and they let us go. 

On reaching the city we were joined 
by the other members of the party, and 
continued to the Jordan River on bicy- 
cles. We engaged a Greek man to act 
as our guide and interpreter, as the “pil- 
grims’ bathing place” is kept by the 
Greeks. We went to the traditional place 
of Jesus’ baptism, passing on the way 
the site of ancient Gilgal where the Is- 
raelites first set up camp after crossing 
the Jordan. I have always carried a con- 
viction that I would like to be baptized 
—or rather rebaptized—should I ever 
be privileged to visit this sacred spot. So 
this desire has been gratified at last, 
“praise God.” The Lord had a man filled 
with the Holy Ghost and waiting in Je- 
rusalem for the occasion, at least Brother 
R. P. McNair arrived from China on his 
way around the world, just in time to 
perform the rite. The river at this place 
is not over fifty feet wide, I judge, and 
is very deep and swift. About six feet 
from the shore we could not touch bot- 
tom with some very long boat oars. We 
engaged a boat and rowed across to the 
other side, which is Trans-Jordan-Perea 
of Bible times. We sang “On Jordan’s 
stormy banks I stand” and after prayer 
marched into the water, We could not 
go more than about five feet from the 
banks, as they sloped so abruptly. We 
bogged down in the mud to our knees 
and were tangled up in the reeds, which 
resemble smal] pipe, or bamboo canes. 
Perhaps Jesus referred to these in speak- 
ing of the “reed shaken by the wind.” 
The shores were lined with trees which 
I took to be willows and  tamaracks. 
When I was immersed the Holy Ghost 
fell and witnessed in a mighty way, 
whereupon Brother McNair said, “Broth- 
er, I want you to put me under too,” so 
we had a double ceremony. 

Crossing back over the river we en- 
countered Mr. Clark Matthews, a U. S. 
postal employee from Los Angeles, who 
was also a member of our group. He had 
been taking moving pictures of the bap- 
tismal service, and was at the time en- 
joying a leisure swim, but he became so 
convicted he cried out boldly that he 
wanted to accept the Lord and be bap- 
tized. I had met him on different ships 
on my way around the world and had 
talked to him before, so it did not come 
as a surprise. Down into the water we 
go again to put him under, after which 
he too came up praising the Lord. We 
hurriedly changed clothes and left for 
the return to Jericho, about six miles 
away—where a nice dinner consisting of 
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roast kid and chicken with all the trim- 
mings, was awaiting us at the Jordan 
Hotel. For dessert we had a variety of 
luscious native fruits, and after enjoying 
another cool drink flowing from Elisha’s 
Fountain, were off on our way to meet 
the bus at the Dead Sea road, for the re- 
turn to Jerusalem, which was without 
incident. Watch the paper for later re- 
ports on our visits to the Holy City it- 
self, also Bethlehem and Galilee, if in- 
terested. At this writing you may be in- 
terested in knowing I am at the Rock of 
Gibraltar, waiting for the ship to take 
me across to Africa, having gleared 
Egypt and France.

carried into the English text, and means 
nothing in English, according to best 
authorities, should be “SHELOH”, mean- 
ing in Hebrew, “Whose it is,” or “for 
whom it is laid up”. This was the gen- 
eral understanding in the centuries fol- 
lowing Christ. The Syriac version gives: 
“Until He comes it is”. (See Ezek. 21: 
27; cf. Gal. 3:19.) The idea would be 
that Judah should be dominant until He 
comes whose right is to reign—that is, 
CHRIST in His Kingdom reign. Scat- 
tered as they should be, as a race they 
should be preserved until His time to 
reign. 

The words “A lawgiver from between 
his feet”, according to some of the best 
authorities, read: “nor the judicial staff 
from among his descendants”. One ver- 
sion gives, “from his children’s children.” 
This centers in Christ. 

“Unto him shall the gathering of the 
people (lit. ‘“PEOPLES’—all nations) 
be.” Samaritan version: “At his hand 
shall all the peoples be led.” Vulgate: “He 
shall be the expectation of the nations.” 
(cf. Hab, 2:7.) 

We cannot see that any problem is 
presented in Gen. 49:10 that calls for 
Anglo-Israel interpretation. Commenta- 
tors seem to find no great difficulty with 
it. It must be fulfilled in Christ. 

In answer to all the assertions of An- 
glo-Israelites as to the identification of 
the ten tribes, no less a scholar than Dr. 
Horatius Bonar said: “No evidence 
worthy of the name, either historical, 
ethnological, linguistic or traditional is 
produced. We get nothing but conjec- 
tures and fanciful allusions as the proofs 
of this singular theory.” 

Encyclopedia Britannica says: “The 
theory of Anglo-Israel rests on premises 
deemed by scholars both theological and 
anthropoligocal, to be utterly unsound.” 

Can Christians afford to accept these 
divisive teachings when both Scripture 
and recognized authorities on history 
flatly contradict them? 

THREE CONCLUSIONS: 

I. A key passage to dispensational 
truth is Paul’s three-fold division of the 
people of the world (1 Cor. 10:32)— 
“Jew, Gentile and Church of God.” 
Everyone must find himself in one of 
these three divisions. Is there still another 
division of which Paul knew nothing— 
Israel, under the special protection of Je- 
hovah? 

II. When God’s curse fell upon Israel, 
He said of them that they should “not 
be reckoned among the nations.” (Num. 
23:7-9). Are Great Britain and America 
reckoned among nations? 

Ill. The natural line from David is 
under a curse (Jer. 22:24-30) and if 
King George could prove his descent, it

would mean nothing as his kingdom 
could not prosper. This curse is escaped 
only through the virgin birth and the 
conception of David’s Successor by a 
miracle of the Holy Ghost.

day of Pentecost. 
FILLED WITH THE HOLY GHOST 
On the day of Pentecost they were all 
FILLED WITH the Holy Ghost and be- 
gan to speak with other tongues as the 
Spirit gave the utterance. Now this was 
the baptism, and the Holy Ghost came on 
the inside of the body, fulfilling the 
words of Jesus in St. John 14:17, “For 
he (Holy Ghost) dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you.” “What? know ye not 
that your body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which is IN YOU?” 1 Cor. 6:19. 
Then if being filled with the Holy 
Ghost in Acts 2:4 means “baptism,” why 
not the same words mean the same 
in Acts where Ananias came to pray for 
Paul? Here is what he said, “Brother 
Saul, the Lord, even Jesus, that appeared 
unto thee in the way as thou camest, 
hath sent me, that thou mightest receive 
thy sight, AND BE FILLED WITH 
THE HOLY GHOST.” Now if they 
were filled on the day of Pentecost, and 
that was baptism, why not the same 
words mean the same with reference to 
Paul’s receiving Him? (Be consistent.) 
Then in Acts 13:9 we find these 
words, “Then Saul, (who is also called 
Paul) filled with the Holy Ghost, set his 
eyes on him,” etc. Then if being filled 
with the Holy Ghost in Acts 2:4 means 
their receiving the baptism, why would 
you say that Paul did not have the ex- 
perience? And too, any Bible scholar 
would tell you that it would not be 
proper to say they were all filled IN the 
Holy Ghost, using the word “IN” in- 
stead of “with.” The word “with” is a 
preposition denoting cause, nearness, as- 
sociation, connection, support, assistance, 
instrument, means, immediate  subse- 
quence, etc. A preposition is a particle 
governing a substantive pronoun, and 
showing its relation to some other word. 
Therefore, we are in harmony with good 
English and common sense, when we say, 
“Filled with the Holy Ghost,” or“ bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost.” Those men 
who translated the Bible from the Greek, 
knew the meaning of words and that is 
the reason they used the word “with” in- 
stead of “in” here at these particular 
places. Therefore, we are certainly in 
harmony with the Bible and common 
reasoning when we say, “Baptism WITH 
the Holy Ghost.” 
Because the Holy Ghost baptism is to 
come on the inside of the receiver, where 
John’s baptism was outward, John the 
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Baptist did not fill “with” water, but 
baptized “in” water. Therefore, Paul said, 
referring to the Holy Ghost, “Be not 
drunk with wine, (notice the word 
WITH wine), but be filled WITH the 
Spirit.” Eph. 5:18. To prove the differ- 
ent ways of expressions, yet referring to 
the same thing, we call your attention to 
Acts 1:22, “Beginning from the baptism 
OF John.” Well, if this expression is 
correct, why is it not correct to say, 
“Baptism OF the Holy Ghost”? If Dr. 
Norris believes in the VERBAL inspira- 
tion of the Bible as he says he does, well 
why not come out for it and quit trying 
to stand in with the D. D’s who as a 
rule, even in Jesus’ day, were on the pop- 
ular side instead of the right side. 

Louis Entzminger said, “The expres- 
sion ‘baptism OF the Holy Ghost’ is not 
in the Bible,” but here we have the words 
“baptism OF John,” the word “ot” 
following the word “baptism,” the thing 
he contended was not proper. Acts 1:22. 
Well, my friend, we are correct when we 
say, “Baptism OF the Holy Ghost.”
